American Bookplates 



HE earhest hooiplateí faund m Jmerka are thúse 
v:hkh -dsere brotight from England in thc books of the 
early cdonists, but it "íuas sonie time be/ere any engrav- 
ing vjas done here. ^he Southern cohníss^ composed 
largely of feople of means and fosifhn, were naturally'i 
the earlmt to kave luxurks and they ordered tkeirt 
bookplates from England ivith iheir otíier Uterary and% 
artístic pffssessions. l^he bookplates of the Soutíierm 
famílies are tíierefore cldcjíy armorial, fdlffwing the 
prenaiVng styles in E^figland. jí 
In tlie Nor/k, hffíi;ever^ few of the imported baok^'ú 
piafes are fornida but tke colonial engravers made many% 
plates^ xühich^ if inferior in artisHc and íteraUlic ineujíl-\ 
edge to the English, are more interesting to th¿ colkctor.i 
At the time of the Revahtíon tlie numher of armorial. 
plates and name-labels^ vjith or wiíhútít mottoes, had 
assumed fair-sized proportíons. 

After the war a number of the plates show the, 
patriotic sympaihies üf tlieír tnuners by including the'f: 
American jlag or the stars in their designs. There areW 
few líbrary interiors or boohpiles ainong the early\ 
plates but many allegories and some landscapes. Ffzuj 
Northern plates give the residence of ilie o^ner^ but this^ 
?s ofien found on those of Southern origin. Some of i 
the Soi/thern plates also gíve the EngUsk lavi school erp 
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university at whkk the ffinner -was educated^ zvhkh is 
very confusing tú the inexperíenced coüector. Many 
women among th early Amerkans had tkeir irjm 
hookflaUs. . 

Early Amerkan plates are mwh more rare than 
Engiish píate s for tj;o reamis : First, the Anierkan'\ 
librarles ii:ere smalUr than tke Engiish^ so feiver piales 
were engraved in the beginning ; seconá^ many of tiie 
early American piules ivere destroyed hy fire er during 
the war. 'T'he principal early American engravers 
were Hurd^ Reveré^ Doolittle^ Daivbns, Anderson^ 
Maveriek and Callender. l'he earliest daled Ameri- 
can -píate is TÓyg and hdonged to the Rev. John 
l^illiams^ of Deerfidd, wlw ivas captured hy the
